Mystery benefactor’s 
boost for horse project

SCHOOL children will be able to 
design a series of horse heads to flank 
the High Street - after an anonymous 
benefactor donated thousands of 
pounds to the project. 

Newmarket Town Council is off to a 
flying start with its Heading for Newmarket 
project, which will see colourful horse 
heads lining the lamp posts from the 
racecourse to the clock tower. 

Cllr Joy Uney, who has spearheaded the 
project, said she was “delighted” to have 
secured £3,000 of funding needed to cover ten 
of the heads, after donations of £600 from 
Suffolk County Council and £2,400 from an 
anonymous benefactor. 

Harvey Hofman, 83, of Brookfields Close, 
proposed the idea to the town council in 2011 
after he caught sight of painted horse heads 
peering out of windows on a visit to Meiningen, 
in Germany. 

Cllr Uney said: “It is just something different. 
It will brighten up the High Street and show off 
the fact we are the headquarters of horse 
racing.” 

All the schools in the town will be 
approached to design a horse head and Cllr 
Uney said this was one of the highlights of the 
project. 

She said: “They are our future and I think if 
we can involve them in things so they have 
more input in the town and more community 
spirit then that is great.”

The heads will be made of die- 
cut aluminium with aluminium 
panels and attached to lamp 
posts lining the High Street using 
brackets cushioned with 
neoprene. 

Chris Latta, owner of Icon 
Signs, in Exning Road, has 
designed a template for the heads 
and said he was looking forward 
to working on the project. 

He added: “Projects like this are 
always more exciting and I am 
keen to see what the kids come 
up with.” 

Alison Swain, assistant 
principal and head of the arts 
faculty at Newmarket College, 
said: “I think anything that gets 
pupils involved in the 
community is a good thing and 
seeing their work exhibited is 
really positive. 

“It is fantastic news.” 

She said pupils at the college 
contributed designs to the Horse 
about Newmarket project in 2010 
where local artists painted life- 
size horses and auctioned them 
off for charity. 

Alison added: “People are quite 
quick to bad mouth young people 
and only see the bad things so 
this project is a great idea.” 

Businesses and individuals in 
the town will be asked whether 
they would like to sponsor a head 
and the town council hopes to 
have the heads up in time for the 
Guineas in May.

Brave youngsters join the jet set on day out 


TWO boys battling with life- 
threatening illnesses had the chance 
to learn first hand what it might be 
like to be an RAF pilot. 

Dawson Davidson, 11, of Mildenhall 
and 15-year-old Jake Snowling, of 
Redgrave, near Diss, became 
members of an RAF Lakenheath 
aircrew on Tuesday as part of a 
community outreach project at the 
airbase. 

The brave pair had smiles on their 
faces all day, despite the fact that 
Dawson suffers from leukaemia and 


Jake was diagnosed with a brain 
tumour last year. 

Technical Sgt Carissa Lee, of RAF 
Lakenheath, said: "The kids were just 
so excited. It was really nice to see 
and their mums just looked thrilled 
for them." 

The boys donned custom made 
flightsuits with special name badges 
and took tours of F-15 Eagle and HH- 
60 Pave Hawk planes and the air 
control tower. 

Tech Sgt Lee said: "The kids visited 
the simulator and they both really 


enjoyed that. They said it was like 
being in a video game." 

She said 11-year-old Dawson had 
enjoyed the day out as he has been in 
and out of hospital for three years 
after being diagnosed with leukaemia 
when he was just 8. 

The Pilot for a Day programme was 
started at RAF Lakenheath in March 
2012 by Maj Jason Bianchi, 493rd FS 
pilot, who wanted to provide children 
struggling with life-threatening 
illnesses with a break from hospital 
visits. 


Homes scheme sparks 
outcry from residents 


A FORMER livery yard could be 
the site of more than 130 new 
homes if plans are approved by the 
district council. 

Meddler Properties Ltd and Agora 
Developments Ltd have put in a planning 
bid to build 133 homes at Meddler Stud, 
in Bury Road, Kentford - including 39 
affordable units. 

The developers have proposed 
building 34 three-bedroom homes and 60 
houses with four bedrooms or more at 
market rents alongside three one-bed, 16 
two-bed, 8 three-bed and one four-bed 
affordable properties. 

There will also be 11 intermediate 
affordable properties on the seven 
hectare site and a 4,881 sq m park and 
nearly 2,000 sq m of play space. 

Suffolk County Council asked to the 
developers to provide places for 32 
primary school pupils as the catchment

area primary school does not have a 
surplus for the estimated number of 
children in the development. 

Objections have already been made to 
the proposals by nearby residents. 

Dr Mark Amos and Ms Allison Clark, 
of Kentford Paddocks, commented on the 
application: “The sudden inclusion of 
this massively intrusive development of 
approximately 133 dwellings will greatly 
affect the local area, creating greater 
strain on an already busy roadway.” 

Mr R and Mrs S Cade, of Edgeborough 
Close, expressed concerns that the 
picturesque village is turning into a 
“commuter settlement”. 

“We have grave concerns that the 
proposed development will have a 
serious negative impact on the current 
standard of living, to which we are 


entitled, within our home and garden. 
We do not consider that Kentford has 
sufficient amenities to support a further 
133 homes.” 

Complaints were raised that a 92-plot 
housing development at Farrier’s Grange, 
in Kentford, was given planning 
permission in 2009 but many of the 
homes still have not been built. 

Cllr Carol Lynch, who represents 
South Ward for Forest Heath District 
Council, said: “People are very nervous 
about the planning that is going on but 
we have to wait and see. 

“Kentford is a sustainable village 
because it has employment and I think it 
will have to take its share of 
development.” 

No one from Kentford Parish Council 
was available for comment.

Solar farm bid 
wins approval 

PLANS for a solar farm have 
been given the go-ahead by a 
district council. 

Countryside Renewables Ltd 
applied to build the 5.0w solar 
farm for the production of 
electricity on agricultural land to 
the west side of Fordham 
Road, in Newmarket. 

The 10-hectare site will see 
22,000 mounted solar panels 
arranged in rows spaced three 
or four metres apart. 

Forest Heath District Council 
approved the plans on 
Wednesday on condition that a 
site investigation was 
completed within six months of 
energy generation beginning. 

In a statement to the district 
council, Cathy Whitaker, Exning 
parish clerk, said the council 
had no objection to the plans. 
The area will be required to 
revert to agricultural use once 
electrical production ceases.

A VAN driver killed in a crash with a 
lorry in Fordham has been named 
as 24-year-old Anthony Rowlands. 

The collision took place on the 
B1102 Station Road in Fordham to 
the west of the A142 at 7.15am on 
Friday. 

Mr Rowlands, of Martin Close, 
Soham, was trapped in his Ford 
Escort van and died at the scene. 
His next of kin have been informed. 

The lorry, which was carrying 
bales of straw, was being driven by a 
24-year-old man from Barnstaple, 
North Devon, who was not hurt. 

A police spokesman said: "Police 
are investigating the collision and 
would like to hear from anyone 
who saw what happened or either 
vehicle just prior to the collision." 

Station Road in Fordham was 
closed for about seven hours 
between the A142 Market Street 
junction and the Toyse Lane 
junction, while the scene near 
Chalk Farm was cleared. Fire crews 
from Soham, Burwell and New¬ 
market attended. 

An East of England Ambulance 
Service spokesman said: "We were 
called to the scene at 7.06am along 
Station Road to reports of a man in 
a van trapped under a lorry. 

"I can confirm that we did not 
treat anybody at the scene, so it is 
believed the lorry driver was 
uninjured. Nobody was taken to 
hospital." 

The ambulance crew left at 
8.31am. 

Anyone with information about 
the accident should call police on 


101 . 

The crash is one of a number of 
serious accidents in the area in 
recent weeks. 

On Saturday, December 28 four 


were injured after two vehicles 
collided on the A142 Soham bypass 
at around 3.15pm. 

On Thursday, December 27 a 


man suffered life-threatening 
injuries after he was involved in a 
two-vehicle crash on the All23 at 
Wicken, close to the A142, at 
around 6pm.

Drunken yobs face 
tough crackdown

DRUNKEN troublemakers 
could face a stricter police 
action after town coun¬ 
cillors backed proposals to 
crack down on boozing in 
the High Street. 

At a meeting of the leisure 
services committee on Monday, 
Newmarket Town Council voted 
unanimously to make the High 
Street and surrounding streets an 
alcohol free zone - in consul¬ 
tation with the police and Forest 
Heath District Council. 

The zones, which are known 
as Designated Public Place 
Order’s (DPPO), do not forbid 
drinking alcohol in public but 
are put in place to quash alcohol- 
related anti-social behaviour. 

Cllr Warwick Hirst, chair of the 
committee, told the meeting a 
DPPO would not prevent people 
having drinks outside of licensed 
premises on the High Street or on 
private land. 

Cllr Shirley Crickmere said: “I 
think this is a very good idea as I 
have been concerned about the 
bottles that have been broken in

the streets as this can cause 
danger to people on their bikes.” 

Mayor George Lambton added: 
“It seems to me to be the right 
level of intervention. I can’t really 
see any downside.” 

Speaking after the meeting, 
Cllr Lambton said the proposals 
were in their early days but he 
thought it was a positive step. 

He added: “This will give the 
police a bit more of an ability to 
take appropriate action. We are 
not trying to stop people having 
fun. 

“The vast majority of people 
who go to bars and clubs go and 
have a great time and it is only a 
small minority of people causing 
trouble.” 

According to statistics given by 
Newmarket Police, 52 per cent of 
crimes committed in the town 
centre from May to 1 December 
2012 were alcohol related. 

Acting Insp Mark Ship ton said: 
“Designated Public Places Orders 
(DPPOs) have been successfully 


implemented in other areas of 
the county where police have 
seen a decrease in crime which is 
often alcohol related. 

“A DPPO provides additional 
powers to police to deal with 
persistent street drinking and 
alcohol related anti-social 
behaviour. 

“Officers would also be able to 
use this legislation to remove 
alcohol from young people 
before it can cause them harm 
and direct people to leave the 
area under a Section 27 notice.” 

A spokeswoman for Forest 
Heath District Council said the 
town council would need to 
consult with Forest Heath as only 
the district council can make a 
DPPO. 

She said: “We would then need 
to gain evidence as to the need 
for an order - such as statistics 
relating to crime and disorder - 
and then carry out consultation 
with the general public and 
businesses in the area.” 

The process could take 
between four and six months. 
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Man attacked 
by robbers 

A 40-YEAR-OLD man was repeatedly 
punched in the face and robbed of his 
wallet by three men on Saturday. 

Police are appealing for witnesses to 
the incident in Valley Way, 
Newmarket, which happened between 
11.20pm and 11.37pm. 

The victim was walking along the 
road when two men barged him in the 
shoulder. A third man shouted at the 
victim before throwing a can at him. 

One of the men punched him in the 
face and knocked him to the ground. 
He was then repeatedly kicked and 
punched by all three attackers. 

The thugs stole his wallet, contain¬ 
ing cash and credit cards, and ran 
away. 

Police are keen to hear from anyone 
who saw the men, who were described 
as white. 

One man was said to be shorter than 
5ft 7in and one was wearing a white 
sweatshirt. 

Anyone with information should 
call police on 101 or Crimestoppers 
anonymously on 0800 555 111.

£40m boost for 
racing industry 


THE Jockey Club has 
got off to a flying 
start by announcing 
it will offer a record 
£40m of prize money 
in 2013. 

After a successful year 
the group has decided to 
plough more than 60 per 
cent of its profits 
straight back into racing 
and increase the prize 
money by more than 
£5m compared to last 
year. 

The Jockey Club, 
which is responsible for 
14 racecourses including 
the Rowley Mile and the 
July courses in New¬ 
market, has made a 
direct contribution of 
£18.6m this year which 
accounts for almost half 
of the prize money. 

Simon Bazalgette,

“Their commitment to 
delivering improve¬ 
ments in the race 
programme is welcome, 
as is the fact that the 
increases in prize money 
will be spread across all 
of their venues and all 
levels of races.” 

Mr Wayman added: 
“Looking to the future, 
we must now work 
closely together to 
secure formalised agree¬ 
ments that would bene¬ 
fit both horsemen and 
racecourses, thereby 
supporting the outlook 
for British racing beyond 
2013.”

Trainers speak 
out as Frankie 
hits TV screens

RACING trainers in New¬ 
market have given a mixed 
reaction to Frankie Dettori’s 
appearance in the Celebrity Big 
Brother house. 

The 42-year-old three-times 
British champion jockey, who is 
based near Newmarket, only rec¬ 
ently agreed to appear on the 
Channel 5 show, which began on 
Thursday. 

Dettori is serving a six-month ban 
from the French racing authorities 
for testing positive for an unknown 
substance. 

But he was free to enter the show, 
having cut ties with the Godolphin 
stable at the end of last season. 

Trainers from around Newmarket 
said they were unsure what sort of 
impact the Italian jockey’s 
appearance would have. 

Luca Cumani, trainer at Bedford 
House Stables, where Dettori 
worked as an apprentice in 1985, 
said: “I think it is for Frankie to 
decide. 

“If that is what he wants to do 
and he thinks it’s good for him to 
keep himself busy while he is 
suspended then that is great.” 

Marco Botti, trainer at Green 
Ridge Stables, said: “In some ways 
it might raise the profile of racing 
but some people might be con¬ 
cerned it is not the right decision. 
Anything on TV will suit him, I am 
sure. He loves to be in front of the 
camera.” 

Ed Dunlop, trainer at La Grange 
Stables, said: “Frankie isn’t able to 
ride for six months so he has

decided to do this. I am not going to 
be watching but I am sure it will be 
in the headlines. 

“We don't know what is going to 
happen with this.

He added: “I had 
some really black 
bruises on my back. 
You don’t want to be 
covered in lumps and 
bruises over Christmas.” 

He said that after the 
fall he also suffered the 
humiliation and dis¬ 
comfort of being 
covered in diesel and 
unable to change his 
clothes. 

Mark returned to the 
petrol station to 
complain later that day 
and found the forecourt 
had been closed for 
staff to lay down sand 
and clean up the fuel. 

He said: “It goes to 
show how bad the 


situation really was that 
they cleaned the whole 
forecourt. Safety has to 
be the first point.” 

Mark said he was 
disappointed that no 
one from the super¬ 
market had called him 
over Christmas to check 
whether he had re¬ 
covered. 

A Tesco spokes¬ 
person said: “The safety 
of our customers and 
colleagues is very 
important to us. 

“In every one of our 
petrol stations, the 
forecourt is checked 
and cleaned regularly 
each day and as a pre¬ 
caution in this case, our 
colleagues performed 
an additional clean of 
the area. 

“We are in contact 
with our customer and 
are glad that he was not 
seriously harmed.”

A CHARITY foun¬ 
der has narrowly 
avoided being 
conned out of cash 
by scammers pre¬ 
tending to be lottery 
winners. 

Tony Gearing, 
founder and trustee of 
the charity YOPEY, 
based in Newmarket, 
wrote to Haverhill 
couple Gillian and 
Adrian Bayford in 
September after they 
scooped a £148m 
jackpot from Euro 
Millions. 

After receiving no 
response Tony went to 
the Bayfords’ music 
shop in Haverhill in 
December to leave his 
card and a week later 
he received the scam 
email which appeared 
to be from the couple. 

The email said the 
couple had bought 
properties in London, 
Portugal and Ukraine 
and asked Tony to send 
his details to a bank in 
Ukraine. 

Tony, 53, of Bury 
Road, in Stradishall, 
said: “I feel like a 
plonker for believing 
this scam and res¬ 
ponding to the email 
with details of the 
charity I run. But the 
scammer’s timing was 
perfect. 

“YOPEY promotes 
young positive role 
models to inspire the

younger generation to 
give to the community 
so I thought they might 
like to consider it for a 
donation. 

“This email arrived 
within a week so I 
really thought it was a 
genuine response to my 
approach as it appeared 
to come from a 
personal email address 
of Adrian Bayford. 

“Thankfully I realised 
it was a scam when 
further emails started to 
arrive, purporting to be 
from a bank in 
Ukraine.” 

Tony contacted his 
bank, Barclays, who 
told him the email 
fitted the profile of a 
popular scam. 

He said: “Barclays 
also told me it was 
possible for the 
scammers to target 
people living in the 


Bayfords’ area to make 
the scam seem even 
more believable. 

“I hope anyone who 
receives these emails 
will not be as gullible 
as me and will 
immediately pass them 
to their bank and the 
police to hopefully 
track down the 
fraudsters, who are 
using the good name of 
a local family to try to 
rip people off.” 

Jim Winters, head of 
fraud at Barclays, said: 
“Fraudsters are be¬ 
coming more brazen in 
their attempts to steal 
people’s money - we all 
need to become more 
security conscious. 

“Criminals will call 
people directly and 
even turn up on their 
doorstep - pretending 
to be from their bank or 
from the police.” 

He asked people to 
never give out personal 
or security details 
electronically. 

A spokeswoman for 
Suffolk Constabulary 
said: “Unfortunately, 
scams happen all too 
often and fraudsters 
will use various 
different means to try 
to get people to either 
part with their cash or 
give out details of their 
bank account. 

“If it sounds too good 
to be true it probably 
is.” 

She asked anyone 
concerned to contact 
police on 101.

Traumatised by having to give up her baby 20 years earlier, 
Sue Bevan poured her feelings into a play about her 
experiences. What she couldn't have guessed is who would 
be in the audience for the play's final performance. 
Interview by EMMA HIGGINBOTHAM 


I T'S impossible not to warm to Sue 
Bevan. Petite and smiley, the 
economics teacher from Comberton - 
who's also a keen playwright and 
performer - is feeling particularly bubbly 
at the moment, not least because her 
memoir, That Picture of You, is about to be 
released. 

But this is no frothy collection of classroom or 
backstage anecdotes: That Picture of You 
recounts Sue's teen pregnancy, her baby's forced 
adoption, and how they were reunited - in the 
most extraordinary circumstances - on her 
daughter's 21 st birthday. 

Growing up in Mountain Ash, a deprived town 
in the Welsh Valleys, life for Sue was tough. "We 
were a very dysfunctional family," she says. "It 
wasn't a loving childhood, and if you raise kids in 
dysfunctional families, you can't be surprised if 
something goes pear-shaped." 

At the age of just 15, Sue - who'd been seeing 
her boyfriend for a year - fell pregnant. "I was 
terrified," she says, "and I was in denial for ages. I 
convinced myself it wasn't happening to me, it 
was happening to someone else. 

"I look back now and I think 'how do you get 
yourself into that mental state?' And I can only 
think that I was so frightened of telling my 
mother that I had to pretend it wasn't 
happening." 

She spent weeks hiding her growing bump 
under baggy jumpers, but eventually her mother 
became suspicious: she took Sue to their GFJ 
who confirmed her fears. 

"He said 'have you decided what you're going 
to do?' because at that point I was five months 
pregnant, and there was no question of a 
termination. She said 'it's all sorted: she's going 
to Devon to stay with her sister, and the baby's 
going to be adopted'. And that was the first I 
knew about a decision that had already been 
made. I was furious. I felt totally disempowered. 
But that was it: it was never mentioned again." 
The following morning, Sue's parents drove 


her to her sister Anne's house in Plymouth, 
where she was to spend the next four months. "I 
was still in denial," she says. "I had complete 
emotional detachment from the situation. Even 
when I went into labour, I didn't tell Anne: I 
thought that if I didn't tell her, it somehow 
wouldn't happen." 

But, of course, it did: Anne took Sue to 
hospital, "and at 9 o'clock she had to leave. The 
nurses showed me where the button was if I 
needed to call anybody, and then went. So I 
went through the whole night, labouring on my 
own, convinced I was dying. I knew the process 
of childbirth, but I just thought 'something's 
going wrong, and I am going to die'. I felt like I 
deserved it." She didn't press the button. 

Sue's baby was born at 9.30 the following 
morning, "and she was beautiful, absolutely 
beautiful. 

"Suddenly I went from being in total denial 
that this was happening, to total denial that she 
was going to be taken for adoption. I was in this 
little bubble: as far as I was concerned it was 
going to go on forever. I just ignored the fact that 
in eight days' time she was going to be 
somebody else's child, and played at being 
mummy. 

"I called her Alison, and I did everything: 
bathing, nappies, feeding, burping, everything 
that a new mother did, except breast-feeding: 
they wouldn't let me, and you can see why." 

All too soon, day 8 arrived: "I remember 
being driven back to my sister's in the social 
worker's car, with the baby in a carrycot," says 
Sue. "As we arrived I saw my parents' car, and I 
thought brilliant! They're going to see her, and 
they're going to say 'we can't let this baby go, 
this is ridiculous!' 

"The social worker said to my sister 'are your 
parents here?' and she said 'yes, but they don't 
want to see the baby'. And that was it. At that 
point my world fell apart. I walked into the 
house without the baby, and the baby went off 
in the car. I didn't even say goodbye. 

"Then we drove back to Wales without a 
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she looked... 


mention of a pregnancy, birth, adoption, 
absolutely nothing. It was never, ever 
mentioned again. I had no counselling, no 
support. It was barbaric, really." 

Life carried on. By day, Sue bottled up 
her feelings, by night she'd cry herself to 
sleep. She went back to school - her cover 
story was that she'd been sent away with a 
nervous disorder brought on by exam stress 
- and she didn't breathe a word about 
what had happened, even to her (by now 
ex) boyfriend. "I went to his house, and we 
sat in his bedroom, talking and laughing, 
and 20 times I thought I've got to tell him I 
had a baby'. But I didn't." 

Eventually, Sue left Wales and became a 
teacher. She settled in Cambridge in 1983, 
where she founded a theatre company. She 
also got married but, to her surprise and 
sadness, couldn't get pregnant, even with 
fertility treatment. 

"I was devastated that I'd had a child and 
allowed her to be taken away," she says. "I 
just kept thinking I've had this child, I can't 
have her, and now I can't have any others'. 
It felt like a punishment." 

In the early 90s, and by now married to 
her current husband, Bert, Sue finally 
became pregnant - but had a miscarriage, 
"and that sent me in a total spin. I saw a 
counsellor who said 'write this stuff down', 
so I did. I wrote and wrote, and it just 
flowed out. It was really cathartic." 

The result was a play, Haifa Million 
Women, which recounted Sue's adoption 
experience. And it was while she was 
writing it that she fell pregnant with Ben, 
who's now 19. 

Sue's theatre company loved the play: 
they began rehearsals and booked 
performance slots at the Cambridge Drama 
Centre in June 1993: "and entirely 
coincidentally, the last night of the play was 
on my daughter's 21st birthday. 

"Then one night I came home from a 
dress rehearsal, and Bert said 'you need to 
sit down'. He was on the verge of tears, 
and he took my hand and said 'your 
daughter is looking for you'." 

It transpired that Alison - now called 
Helen, and living in Wolverhampton - had 
spent weeks tracking her down. 

An exchange of letters followed, "then 
she sent her phone number and asked me 
to call. So I came back from performing in 
and directing this show about her, to phone 
her, just before midnight when she was 
turning 21." 

It was, says Sue, "like we'd known each 
other for ever: we talked and I laughed, 
and I told her I was pregnant, and she said 
'I thought you might be'." 

Sue asked her what she was doing for 
her 21st, "and she said 'I'm going out 
clubbing: what are you doing?' And I said 
'well actually I'm directing a play that I've 
written about you. Do you want to come 
and see it? Tomorrow's the last night'. 

"And she said 'I can't because I've got all 
these things planned, but I'll come down 
with my boyfriend as soon as I can', and 
we arranged for her to come down a 
couple of weeks later. I went to bed and 
barely slept. I was so excited." 

Early the next morning, the phone rang. 

It was Helen: "She said 'I can't wait two 
weeks, we're going to come down today'." 

Sue and Bert spent the afternoon waiting 
by the window: "We watched every young 
couple going past, thinking no, that's not 
her, that's not her, and then they walked 
past and I said 'that's her'." 

She opened the door, "and we both said 
hi, and then I said 'can I hold you?' So we 
stood there, hugging, both being very 
brave, neither of us crying. Then we made 
tea and sat on the sofa. We couldn't stop 
looking at each other, and there was just 
this flurry of trying to tell each other a 
lifetime's worth of stuff." 

Helen had brought a photo album,

packed with pictures of her as a little girl: 
"and I was thinking 'I've missed all of this', 
determined not to cry," says Sue. "Then 
suddenly Bert ran upstairs, and came back 
with something, and handed it to her, and 
said 'this is all your mum's had'. 

"He'd got the one photograph I'd been 
sent, taken when she was three months 
old. I'd had to chase and chase social 
services -1 was terrified I'd forget what she 
looked like - so eventually they sent me 
this photograph. And I just collapsed in 
tears. That's why the book is called That 
Picture of You, because it was all I'd had all 
these years." 

That night, Helen came to see the play: 
"It started with me in a rocking chair in a 
spotlight, singing Mocking Bird a cappella, 
then I got up and walked into the front row 
of the audience, and the play started. 

"So she was in the front row while I sang, 
then we sat holding hands through the 
whole thing, watching the story unfold." 

Not surprisingly, the media got wind of 
this: Sue and Helen were featured in the 
national press, and appeared on This 
Morning with Richard and Judy. Yet 
amazing though their reunion was, the 
ending of the story isn't - for now, at least - 
a happy one. 

"Things are not easy between us, and 
I'm keen to be realistic about that," says 
Sue. "You see so many of these dramatic 
reunions on TV, but they never follow those 
stories through to see what happens. In a 
lot of cases people meet, and then a month 
later they never see each other again. 

"What you lose is a baby, and what you 
find is a fully-grown person, and the years 
you have apart leaves a lot of damage. 

With us, we're 19 years down the road, 
and it's not a smooth road. 

"But I'm philosophical, really," she adds. 
"I can see why my parents did what they 
did: I firmly believe that my mother 
thought she was acting in my best interests, 
and my daughter's best interests, because 
she wouldn't have wanted to grow up in 
Mountain Ash as an illegitimate child in the 
1970s. It would have been very difficult for 
her - and for me. 

"Everything that has happened in my life 
has brought me to where I am right now, 
and I wouldn't change a thing, which 
would probably be hard for my daughter to 
hear. 

"It's politicised me, made me look at 
women's rights, made me more 
empathetic. It's made me the person I am 
today, for good or bad."

The best laid plans need time and care

I T MAY still be a bit nippy to 
be doing many jobs in the 
garden, so now's a perfect 
time to relax and make design 
plans for the year to come. 

Ideas may come from magazines, a 
TV programme or may simply be 
inspired by a neighbour's garden, but 
it's best to buy yourself a notebook and 
jot down your plans. 

Whatever you decide to do, whether 
it's creating a new bed or making 
radical changes with hard landscaping, 
work out how much time and effort 
you're prepared to spend on the 
project and the subsequent 
maintenance that will require. 

It's no use planting a garden full of 
high-maintenance plants if you're not 
going to be there to deadhead, water, 
feed and keep everything under 
control. 

Think about where you are going to 
site any new project. If you're planning 
a raised bed for vegetables, make sure 
it's going to be in a sunny spot with not 
much shade from overhanging trees, or 
you won't be able to grow a huge 
variety in there. And remember that 


veg patches can be high maintenance 
too, as weeding, watering and feeding 
is likely to be a regular requirement. 

If you're a seasoned gardener, you'll 
already know what type of soil you 
have. If not, a simple soil test kit can be 
bought from any garden centre which 
will indicate what type of soil you have 
and, from there, you can find out what 
types of plants will grow in it. 

If your garden is dry, shady, or you 
have clay or acid soil, you need to 
work with it. Don't try to fight it by 
changing the make-up of the soil 
because no matter how much organic 
matter you add, eventually the original 
type will come through. If you want to 
grow acid-loving plants such as azaleas 
but have alkaline soil, you're best off 
growing them in pots of ericaceous 
compost. 


Other practicalities to consider when 
creating a new area include drainage, 
storage space, available electricity and 
water. If the garden's on a slope, you 
may need to level the site or install a 
drainage system. If you're planning a 
paved area, make sure it's level but 
with enough camber to drain 
effectively or you'll end up with 
puddles you don't want. 

Think outside the box and you may 
come up with a more interesting 
design. Never, for instance, make 
narrow borders along boundary fences, 
because following the boundary lines 
will just emphasise the shape of your 
garden and make it look smaller. 

If you're creating a new bed or 
border, the minimum width should be 
1 m (40in), and even that will restrict 
what can be grown. It's better to go for 


a border twice or even three times that 
width for dwarf shrubs and modest 
perennials. 

Strong shapes are important and 
need to blend with your house, 
keeping everything in proportion and 
making both outdoor and indoor space 
merge seamlessly. 

The general rule of thumb with 
proportion of planting and features to 
open space is one-third planting to 
two-thirds space. 

Without the space, the planting and 
features within the garden cannot be 
seen to best advantage. 

Even if you have an awkward¬ 
shaped garden, you can create spaces 
within it which can be explored - it 
might be a circular lawn or a winding 
path, fringed by planting and focal 
points to give it depth and structure. 


You may want to create a change of 
level in your garden to define specific 
areas, using terracing, or install points 
of interest along the way such as a 
water feature, seating or an eye¬ 
catching statue. Consider light and 
shade, which can also be used to 
change the shape of a space by 
creating the illusion of depth and 
distance. 

Of course, gardeners are always 
interested in new plants, but often the 
plants which can be guaranteed to steal 
the show are old favourites, so look at 
what you already grow successfully in 
your borders, the plants which like 
your soil and their situation, and 
perhaps consider repeat planting 
further along. 

Most of all, when planning, work out 
what you want the garden for - is it to 
relax, to experiment with gardening or 
to use as a family-friendly play area? If 
your children are regularly playing 
football in it, forget a bowling green 
finish or planting delicate plants around 
the lawn which are likely to get their 
flowers knocked off by a ball. 

And remember that fashion plays its 
part when planting. 

Years ago, hybrid tea and floribunda 
roses were in vogue but now alliums 
and tree ferns have become the must- 
have plants - but will they still be in 
fashion in a few years' time? 

You may be better off with 
something you're happy with on an 
everyday basis as the basic structure of 
planting, but you can vary the colour 
and type of seasonal planting from year 
to year.

I can count on one 
hand the number of 
people I’ve seen using 


foresight and lifting off 
the throttle way ahead of 
a traffic jam in the last 
six months. That sort of 
thing makes a huge 
difference to your MPG 
figure, but people can’t 
be bothered to take even 
the simplest of steps. 

It seems most people 
just want to feel like 
they’re doing everything 
in their power to get 
where they’re going as 
quickly as possible, even 
when that exact thing is 
utterly futile. 


There’s hard research 
showing how much less 
petrol is being bought, 
and surveys showing 
how people are using 
their cars less to save 
money, but the middle 
ground where people can 
drive as they’ve always 


done - but much more 
efficiently - seems like a 
no-go zone. 

The potential for up to 
20 per cent better 
economy without 

changing cars should be 
enough incentive for all 
of us.

Consumer confi¬ 
dence has been in 
relatively short supply, 
yet the car market has 
proved to be resilient 
and relatively buoyant. 

Paul Everitt, chief 
executive of the 
Society of Motor 
Manufacturers and 
Traders (SMMT), says:

Joggers’ 12-strong men’s team finished ninth 
despite extremely muddy conditions, the three 
laps of the 4k course further churning up a 
route that had already staged the women’s and 
juniors race. 

Denys Olefir was the first Jogger home in the 
117-runner field, finishing strongly in ninth in 
45min, closely followed by Paul Holley, who 
stopped the clock at 45.41 to finish 13th and 
first in the Mv40. 

Steve Edwards was next home in 51.22 
(35th), followed by Neville Clarke 55.43 (62nd), 
Alan Simpson 57.32 (74th), Neil Williamson

Nine Joggers were among the 70 women who 
started their two-lap race, Joanna Cole 
shrugging off the effects of a heavy cold to 
finish a best-placed eighth in 34.45, just ahead 
of Ursula Ransom, who was ninth in 35.17. 

New recruit Nicky Chapman was next in 
40.26 (28th) followed by team captain Lisa 
Redman 40.47 (32nd) with Jenny Lee close 
behind in 40.50. 

Belinda Schofield was next in 42.53 (43rd), 
followed by Tracey Apperley 43.12 (44th), Gina 
Browse 50.29 (65th) and Michelle Barnes 50.39

Herbert sees big things on Telescope's horizon

ALTHOUGH Highclere 
Thoroughbred Racing now has 
interests in a handful of National 
Hunt horses, Harry Herbert's 
passion still remains with the big 
summer Festivals on the Flat. 

Last season Highclere really broke 
through into the big time and in 
Bonfire and Vow had genuine 
claims in the Derby and Oaks - 
although both were eventually 
found wanting. 

Herbert's clients are hardly your 
average man off the street - 
Downton Abbey star Hugh 
Bonneville is the latest addition to 
their star-studded ranks - but the 
well-heeled syndicate is still 
punching above its weight taking 
on the likes of Coolmore and 
Godolphin. 

Harbinger won the King George 
And Queen Elizabeth Stakes for 
Highclere in 2010 but injury 
cruelly robbed connections of 
seeing how good he really 
could be. 

In Telescope - like Harbinger 
trained by Sir Michael Stoute at 
Newmarket - Highclere once again 
have a top-class middle-distance 
prospect. 

"We hope to have a few nice 
horses next year, but without 


doubt the most exciting at this 
stage is Telescope, who is high up 
in the ante-post betting for the 
Derby," said Herbert. 

"He's by Galileo, who can do no 
wrong, and was very impressive 
on the second start of his career 
after just being touched off on 
his debut. 

"He's got considerable potential 
and is certainly something to keep 


us warm over the winter." 
Guarantee represented the 
syndicate in the St Leger after 
three quick wins in the summer. 
The Classic proved beyond him, 
but trainer William Haggas is 
already plotting for next season. 
"Guarantee was very progressive 
in a short period of time last 
season. He progressed so much 
that we think a good winter break 


will do him the world of good," 
Herbert said. 

"He'll be aimed at all the staying 
races next season and we're really 
looking forward to him. 

"One horse that everyone seems 
to have forgotten about is Gusto 
(Richard Hannon). 

"He won four Listed races on the 
spin which I'm not sure has ever 
been done before and he'll be 


back next season. And of course 
we've got Bonfire coming back. He 
was gelded after the Eclipse and 
has been given plenty of time to 
recover. 

"He's physically done very well 
and will go back to Andrew 
Balding. The same partnership 
have Vow and we now know the 
ground is very important to her - 
she just can't act on soft. " 

■ Buthelezi, who made such an 
impressive hurdling debut at 
Aintree in December, will be out 
again at the end of the month. 

A smart horse on the level for John 
Gosden, he finished seventh in the 
2011 St Leger and subsequently 
moved just outside Newmarket to 
John Ferguson for a new career. 
Sent off at 4-1 on his first start 
over timber, he made every yard of 
the running against some decent 
rivals and held an entry in the 
Tolworth Hurdle. 

Ferguson said: "I decided not to 
run Buthelezi at Sandown 
(Tolworth). 

"He's coming along perfectly well 
and has done very nicely since 
his win. 

"He'll hopefully be out somewhere 
at the end of the month, although I 
haven't got a race in mind yet."

JON Armstrong is heading back to 
Mildenhall, seven years after establishing 
himself as one of the club’s most popular 
and entertaining riders. 

The 38-year-old Mancunian (above), 
nicknamed the ‘Mighty Midget’, spent three 
seasons with the Fen Tigers and collected four 
trophies, including the league and cup double. 

His never-say-die attitude, often collecting his 
points with passes from the back, proved an 
instant hit with supporters. 

“We know he’s popular at Mildenhall, he’s 
keen and he wanted to be here,” said Tigers’ 
chairman Kevin Jolly. “The deal was done 
quickly and the whole team now falls into place. 

“While we are looking to the future, our 
bottom end has a lot of youth and we felt we 
needed some stability at the top end. He’s an 
entertainer and has a reputation as a great racer 
with the fans, and that’s what we’re about too - 


giving people value for money that they will 
want to come back.” Armstrong last raced in 
2011, captaining rivals Dudley, and then retired. 

With last season’s Tigers captain Lewis 
Blackbird switching to the Heathens and several 
spats last year, it will add spice to the fixtures 
when the two clubs meet. 

Armstrong, who joins on an 8.11 average, said: 
“I can honestly say that Mildenhall is one of my 
all-time favourite tracks. It is great to be back 
and I can’t wait to get started. I’ve had a year off 
but I am fully fit.” 

Mildenhall’s seven is completed by the arrival 
of King’s Lynn-based Liam Rumsey. The 23-year- 
old joins at reserve after making five appearances 
for Stoke last year, including paid seven at West 
Row on the final day of the season. 

Jolly said: “We have the making of a cracking 
team but we will have to knuckle down as it’s 
difficult to stay at the top after what we won last 
season. It’s exciting times ahead.”

Huff in limbo as bid to 
find new drive stalls 


ROB Huff admitted feeling some 
frustration as he continues to search for a 
drive for the 2013 season. 

The Cambridge driver would dearly love to 
defend the World Touring Car Championship he 
won in Macau in November but with 
manufacturer Chevrolet withdrawing from the 
series and other companies reluctant to enter 
this year, private funding seems to be the only 
forward. 

“My No 1 aim is to defend my title,” said Huff, 
who celebrated his 33rd birthday on 
Christmas Day. 

“But there’s not a lot happening at the 
moment. The lack of manufacturers in touring 
cars is making things very difficult. 

“If we want to stay in touring cars we’ve got to 
find private funding and that’s difficult. 

“I’ve been talking to a lot of people about a lot 
of things, but there hasn’t been any progress 
made.” 


An impending change in touring car 
regulations for 2014 has certainly not helped 
attract new companies to the WTCC. 

“The regulations in touring cars are going to 
change massively in 2014,” said Huff. 

“Anyone thinking about coming in this year 
would be put off by that. 

“The cars are going to change quite 
substantially, so rather than spend money this 
year and then have to spend even more next year 
to change the car, people are waiting for next 
year. It’s tough at the moment.” 

Huff is still keeping his options open but said 
the ideal situation under the circumstances 
would see RML - the British-based group that 
ran the team for Chevrolet for the eight 
successful years they competed in the WTCC - 
run a privateer team in the championship. 

The difficulty is that finding a sponsor with 
global appeal has proved to be extremely 
challenging. 


“What we want to do with RML is run a 
Chevrolet Cruze to current specification,” said 
Huff. “The Chevrolet is a magnificent car and 
the team is second to none. 

“I wouldn’t bet against us winning it again 
and, as a privateer team winning a world 
championship, that would be a bit special. 

“Everyone is working very hard but it’s 
extremely difficult.” 

Huff will be making a public appearance at 
this weekend's Autosport International Show at 
the NEC in Birmingham, and the event could 
present an opportunity to secure a deal for 2013. 

“We could do a bit of work there, make some 
new contacts and meet people,” he said. 

“That’s what we've got to do, make as many 
contacts as possible. 

“Everyone in motorsport comes together there. 

“It's pretty much the biggest racing show in 
the world, run by the biggest motorsport 
magazine in the world.”
